the border for the purpose of preventing 
such incursions. This action is a direct 
response to the virtual threat of Gov. 
Colquitt of Texas to use his own means 
to protect citizens of his State from 
the depredations of Mexicans, and to 
arrest and punish the persons commit- 
ting such depredations. Incidentally it 
is intended as notice to Gov. Colquitt 
that the armed forces of the Federal 
Government will be employed against 
any State troops that may attempt to 
cross the international boundary with 
hostile intent. 

The situation has eleaents of danger 
in that a conflict between the Federal 
Government and the State authorities 
may develop from it. In ordering the 
two additional regiments to the bound- 
ary the President was encouraged by 
the attitude of Senator Sheppard of 
Texas, who went to the Whit

Vincent Astor, who has become a} 
member of the governing boards of | 
many institutions since his twenty-first 
birthday on Nov. 15, 1912, was elected

pital. Dr, James F. McKernon, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Directors, is Mr.

On May 9, 1913, Dr. McKernon re- 


served a room at the Post Graduate

It was indorsed by Henry Siegel and 
Frank E. Vogel. 

At the time that note was executed 
| Siegel and Vogel presented to the Bank 
of Commerce, it is charged, a state- 
ment of the condition of their business 
showing their net assets to be approx- 
imately $1,153,000, whereas there was an 
actual deficit of $300,000, or a discrep- 
ancy in the statement of nearly $1,500,- 
/000, according to figures obtained by 
}accountants who investigated the 
books of the Siegel enterprises 
'for the District Attorney’s office. The 
actual value of the merchandise in the 
Fourteenth Street Store on Feb. 3, 1912, 
was $781,256, according to the account- 
ants, and the cash on hand was not 
more than $112,000.

Also there were 
thirty-tour notes each for 35,000 in- 
dorsed by the Fourteenth Street Store, 
and two notes to A. G. Becker, each for 
$2,000, drawn to the order of the Four- 
teenth Street Store and indorsed by it. 
Two notes dated June 1, 1910, one for 
$152,450 and the other for $20,000 were 
indorsed by the Fourteenth Street Store 
and made payable to the Siegel Stores 
Corporation. The Fourteenth Street 
Store executed a note also for $12,000 on

The Fourteenth Street Store, according 
to the financial statements presented to

COTTON FUTURES UPHELD. 


Haven & Clement Win Suit Against 
a Georgia Customer. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 11.— A 
decision whieh in effect sustains the 
futures contract system of the New 
York Cotton Exchange was handed 
down yesterday by the United States 
Court of Appeals. The case is that of D. 
W. James, plaintiff in error, vs. Waldo 
P. Clement and others, defendants in 
error, heard on a writ of error from the 
United States District Court of Georgia. 

The suit involved the legality of trad- 
ing in futures, and the Georgia District 
Court held that under the law as hand- 
ed down by the Supreme Court of the 
United States contracts made on the 
New York Cotton Exchange were valid 


and binding when they were put im 
writing by slips of the character intro- 
duced by the plaintiffs in this particu- 


lar su.t. 


The partnership of Haven & Clement, 
brokers on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, undertook to act as agents for 
D. W. James, a resident of Blakely, Ga. 
As a result of their trading on the Ex- 
change, they entered suit against the 
Georgia man to recover $10,145, due on 
an open account. The matter was taken 
from the District Court to the Appel- 
late Court, and sent back with direc- 
tions to the Judge to charge the jury 
i accordance with the instructions 


igiven by the higher court. The judg- 


ment in both cases was for the plain- 
tiffs. The suit first was instituted in 
June, 1905.

WOOD PRESERVED BY SALT. 


Logs Pickled in Great Salt Lake 
Sound After Years of Service. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Experts 
of the Forest Service have discovered 
that the waters of the Great Salt Lake 
act as a preservative against decay in 
timbers. 

In replacing a railroad trestle recently 
burned along the north shore of Great 
Salt Lake it was found that the piles 
were still perfectly sound, after forty- 
three years of service. In looking for 
the cause, since the piles were only of 
local pine and fir, it was discovered 
that the timbers were impregnated with 
salt, At another point on the lake 
18-inch piles, set twenty-nine years ago, 
were similarly preserved with salt. 
| It is pointed out that the reason why 
the waters of the Salt Lake act as a 
strong preservative, as distinguished 
from ocean waters, is because the lake 
water is so much saltier, being prac- 
tically a saturate solution. Forest ex- 
perts suggest that ties and poles im- 
mersed in these waters ought to be im- 
pervious to decay if the salt is not 
| leached out by the action of the ele- 
| ments. This can be guarded against, 
it is asserted, by painting the butt of 
the pole with creosote, which will keep 
out the moisture and keep in the salt.

RESTAURANTS SPLIT| 
ON CLOSING TIME 


Some Favor Stopping Sale of 
Liquor at 1 A. M., with Privilege 
of Eating and Dancing Later. 


ONE DREADS INDIGESTION 


Persons Haven't Time to Masticzte 
Their Food Properly Under Pres- 
ent Law, Pleader Says, 


The committee appointed by Mayor 
Mitche] to determine the best hour for 
) closing saloons and restaurants in this 
| city, met yesterday afternoon in City 
| Hall. About twenty persons were pres- 
} ent, 


“This is a splendid opportunity to 


get your name into the newspapers,’ 
Chairman Ridder said after he had 
waited for some time for some one in 
the audience to speak. 

That remark broke the ice. After 
that men and women bobbed up on all 
sides. The restaurant and hotel inter- 
ests were well represented, but the 
church and social uplift societies were 
not well represented, and to give them 
an opportunity to be heard Chairman 
Ridder announced that there would be 
another hearing at 3 o’clock next Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The restaurant men of New York, 
seemed from the proceedings 
day, had not agreed upon any policy 
for regulating their business. Three 
proposals, all different from the May- 
or’s plan, were introduced by restau- 
rant proprietors. The Mayor proposed 
to grant all-night Ncenses under a 
proviso that the restaurants should 
close at 2 A. M.; in other words that 
the restaurants should pay for an all- 
night privilege but submit to a cur- 
tailment of that privilege. 

At yesterday's hearing a representa- 


tive of one class of restaurants pro- 
posed that the present rules should not 
be changed; that restaurants should be 
compelled to close at 1 A. M., but that 
all-night licenses should be given to 
such restaurants as desired them. An- 
other restaurant proprietor said that 
he would shut off the sale of liquor at 
1 A. M- in all restaurants. He would 
also stop the cabaret. Then he would 
allow dinning and dancing to continue 
until 2 or 2:30 A. M. Another repre- 
sentative of a Broadway restaurant of- 
fered this suggestion. He would shut 
down the sale of liquor:and music and 
dancing at 2:30 A. M. and then permit 
the restaurant to stay open for the 
serv ce of food until 3:50 A. M. 

The first man to address the commit- 
tee was John Henry Smith, who said 
that he had good friends in the 
taurant business on the Bowery. 
Smith maintained that it wasn't fair to 
close up small restaurants and allow the 
“palaces’"’ to stay open. This only 
compelled a man to pay $3 for a meal 
which he could get for 50 cents on the 
Bowery, he asserted. Referring to the 
recent fight in Jack’s restaurant, Mr. 
Smith said: 

“There was a small fight in a Sixth 
Avenue restaurant the other day and 
they closed it up. What’s a fight in 
New York? It’s nothing. There are all 
kinds of fights in the fashionable res- 
taurants, and gambling, too. And 
many a man has been fleeced and I can 
prove it. A restaurant ought not to be 
closed just because there has been a 
fight. Why, you can’t make New York 
City a Sunday school. There are hun- 
dreds of strangers who come to this 
city who can't afford to pay $8 for a 
meal, and if only’ the big restaurants 
are allowed to keep open, it isn’t fair. 
I’d call it class legislation.”’ 

‘We cannot make a profit on 50- 
cent table d’hotes,’’ said Mr. Fisher of 
Reisenweber’s restaurant. ‘' We res- 
taurant men make our profit on the 
after-theatre trade. ‘The theatregoers 
come to a restaurant at 11:30 P. M., 
say, and it is 11:45 before the order is 
in the kitchen. It is midnight before 
they are served. A plank steak should 
not be rushed. I would not make any 
distinction between Summer and Win- 
ter. Restaurants on the beaches, I 
think, should shut off their sale of 
liquor at 1 o’clock, but should be al- 
lowed to serve food an hour or an hour 
and a half later.” 

Adolph Sueskind of the Terrace Gar- 
den said that the Mayor's policy of 
limiting all-night licenses to 2 A. M. 
would work a hardship upon ballroom 
and park owners whom he represented. 
At his establishment, he pointed out, 
patrons from German clubs were re- 
ceived in numbers after 1. o’clock. 
Patrons of the dance hall which is run 
in connection with the restaurant, he 
sald, also came for meals early in the 
morning, 

“If the Mayor changed the hour of 
closing from 1 A. M. to 2 A. M., he 
would find that he would have just as 
much trouble,” said Mr. Sueskind 
“The men whom I represent are in 
favor of letting the law stand as it is. 
It should stay within the Mayor's dis- 
tion whether to an all-night 
license or not. T'wo o'clock is too early 
for closing."’ 

John J. Byrne, representing 
Liquor Dealers’ Association of Kings 
County, pointed out that early closing 
might lead to the establishment of a 
face of dyspeptics. He was applauded 
heartily. 

“A man gets into a restaurant after 
midnight and must get out by 1 o’clock. 

What chance has he to masticate his 
food? This early closing causes indi- 
gestion,’’ he asserted. 

Frank A. K. Boland, counsel for the 
Hotel Men’s Association, opposed Mayor 
Mitchel’s plan. It would be an injustice 
to limit to 2 A. M, an all-night license, 
he said. Big hotels, he asserted, request- 
ed one-night licenses fifteen to twenty 
times a season, principally for balls and 
parties. And, in the second place, he 
argued, the Mayor ought not to demand 
the closing at 1 A. M. of dining rooms 
adjoining barrooms. 
right of the Mayor to legislate in any 
way as regards the serving of food in 
| hotels after 1 o’clock. Mr. Boland ex- 
hibited plans of the Waldorf-Astoria, 
showing that several dining rooms ad- 
joined the barroom. It would be unfair 
to cut these dining rooms off when the 
liquor law was not being violated, he 
said. 

‘* Legally, we nuderstand we have the 
right to have our dining rooms open at 
all hours,”’ said the lawyer. ‘‘ We have 
no doubt whatever, of course, that liquor 
cannot be served in these rooms after 1 
A. M. unless an all-night license has 
been obtained.’’ 

“What do you think of the old prac- 
tice, that of buying liquor before 1 A. 
M. and serving it after I A. M.?’ Mr. 
Ridder asked. 

“That is a subterfuge,’’ said Mr. Bo- 
land, ‘‘and the hotels are not in favor 
of such trickery. They simply urge 
that there be no changes as to all-night 
licenses as affecting hotels.’’ 

Miss Mary de G. Grenholm, Director 
of the East Side Home Settlement, Sev- 
enty-sixth Street and East River, said 
that she represented 1,000 east side boys, 
whom she was trying to teach Amer- 
ican ideals. Her remarks were not 
aimed directly at the license question, 
but Chairman Ridder was much inter- 
ested, and asked her many questions. 
Miss Grenholm complained that the 
liquor tax law was not being enforced 
in the east side dance halls. She fa- 
vored more leniency, she said, but 
thought it was useless for settlement 
workers to teach American ideals when 
flavrant violations of the liquor law 
could be seen all about, 

‘“‘The east side dance halls break the 
liquor law every Saturday night,’’ said 
Miss Grenholm. ‘ Drinks are served 
until 4 A. M. Now, I am not in favor 
of closing the dance halls at midnight 
on Saturday. I think they ought to be 
allowed to stay open until 2 A. M. The 
foreign element demands it, and Satur- 
day night is the only night this element 
has for enjoyment. I think that it 
would be well to permit drinks to be 
served until 2 A. M., but not later. We 
ought to have a liberal law, and then 
enforce it to the letter.’’ 

The Sabbath Alliance, the West End 
Association, and the Committee of Four- 
teen, which are expected to oppose May- 
or Mitchel’s excise plan, were not rep- 
resented at the hearing yesterday, but 
it was said that representatives would 
be on hand when the next and last 
nearing is held on Monday afternoon. 

Application for all-night licenses have 
been received at the Mayor's office, but 

Mr. Mitchel said yesterday that he 
would not pas upon them until he had 
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received the report of the committee 
which ig investigating the situation. 
Orders were issued yesterday from 
the office of Julian Rosenthal, Chief 
of the Bureau of Licenses, that pool- 
rooms must close promptly at 1 o'clock.

The Commissioner acknowledged, how- | 
ever, that several John Doe warrants 
for the arrest of persons accused of 
keeping disorderly places had not yet 
been served, but whether these war- | 
rants were obtained on evidence that, 
would reflect upon other Inspectors than | 
Gillen the Commissioner would not say. 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo issued all of | 
the warrants, 

The charges against Gillen have not | 
yet been framed, according to the Com-| 
missioner, but they will be based upon 
allegations of neglect of duty and failure 
to suppress disorderly hotels.

Great Tasks, Says Dr. Bartlett, 
Could Give Work to the Unemployed 


The Rev. Dr. A. Eugene Bartlett, pas- 
tor of All Souls’ Church, Brooklyn, at the 
weekly luncheon of the City Club held 
at the Imperial, in Brooklyn yesterday, 
suggested that the Government should 
find a way to give work to the unem- 
ployed. 

“We need schools for adult immi- 
grants,’ Dr. Bartlett said. ‘ Many of 
the unemployed are foreigners or chil- 
dwen of foreigners. The foreign peril 
is here in the city. The only menace 
cf the I. W. W. is in the unschooled con- 
dition of its members. ‘They are labor- 
i misconceptions which we 
to correct. The Government 
establish fifty schools at once, 
with accommodations for 1,000 pupils 
each. We shall rue the day that we 
permitted cities to build up settlements 
of foreigners, which are almost imper- 
vious to American influence. 

‘There are 30,000,000 acres of land 
waiting for irrigation.

NEGROES GIVE A CONCERT. 


Symphony Orchestra and Folk 
Singers in Compositions of Race. 


A concert of music composed and per- 
formed by negroes was presented at 
Carnegie Hal! last night under the aus- 
pices of the Music School Settlement for 
Colored People. The programme was 
given by the chorus of that institution, 
the Nesro Symphony Orchestra under 
James Reese Europe, the Afro-American 
Folk Song Singers, and several individ- 
ual soloists. 

It was an interesting concert, and one 
calculated to stimulate the musical. im- 
agination. Perhaps its most significant 
feature was a demonstration of what 
may be expected of negro composers 
trained in the modern technique, as they 
are affected by their racial traits in 
music. The fact that the programme 
consisted largely of plantation melo- 
dies and spirituals, which were in each 
ease ‘“‘ harmonized,” ‘ arranged,” or 
“‘ developed,’ showed that these com- 
pesers are beginning to form an art of 
their own on the basis of their folk 
material. The names of Harry T. Bur- 
leigh, Will Marion Cook, Rosamund 
Johnson, and Samve!l Colericge-Taylor, 
are known to musicians outside their 
own race. These men were all present 
last night, except, of course, the late 
Mr. ‘Taylor, and were represented by 
several compos tions, 

The subject of negro music is receiv- 
ing a good deal of attention nowadays 
in Various directions among people not 
of the race, for which reason the music 
presented last night was all the more 
interesting. All that part of it which 
related to singing was well performed 
and forced serious consideration. The 
orchestral work was perhaps a step far 
outside the natural genius of the race 
for as fortunate results, but at least it 
demonstrated that painstaking attention 
is being giver to this branch of musical 
development. 

Besides the participants already 
listed, mention should be made of some 
arrangements of plantation songs for 
violin and ‘cello made by Felix Weir 
and Leonard Jeter, and played by them 
on these instruments, which in an exe 
traordinary way produced something of 
the effect of negro s'nging. 

Others represented by compositions 
were James Reese Europe, William H. 
Tyers, Will H. Dixon, and E. E. Thomp- 
son. Harry T. Burleigh, Rosamond 
Johnson, and Abbie Mitchell did some 
sood singing, and there was an un- 
named soprano voice of unsually 
eloquent quality in the. women’s chorus 
of the Afro-American singers.

CONFER ON CARSON’S OFFER 


| British Ministers and Nationalists 
Discuss Ulster Proposal. 


LONDON, March 11.—The offer of Sir 
Edward Carson, the Ulster Unionist 
leader, to submit the Government's prof- 
fered concessions in connection with 
Home Rule to an Ulster convention, 


provided no limitation were placed on 
the period of exctusion of the Ulster 
counties, was the subject of a lengthy 
conference between Cabinet Ministers 
and Nationalist leaders to-day.

The ccncessions offered to the Union- 
ists by Prem’er Asquith on Monday 
comprised an offer that before the Home 
Rule bill for Ireland became operative a 
poil should be taken of the Parliament- 
ary electors of each of the nine coun- 
ties of Ulster to decide whether there 
should be an exclusion of those counties 
from the provisions of the bill for a pe- 
riod of s'x years from the first meeting 
of the new Irish Parliament. If the ma- 
jority of the voters was in favor of this 
scheme the county would be excluded 
automatically for the prescribed period.

VIENNA, Austria,

The Council of the Austrian Geograph- 
Society to-day issued a statement 
declaring that the plans of the Austrian 
expedition to be commanded by Dr. 
oenig were announced in June, 1913, 
while those of Sir Ernest Shackleton’s 
expedition were not published until No- 
vember. Since then, the Council] says. 
Sir Mrnest’s plans have gradually taken 
oefinite form, continually coming nearer 
to those of Dr. Koenig. 

Sir Ernest’s statements in 1910, when, 
he asserts, his programme was formed, 
were absolutely indefinite and without 
germ of a plan, according to the 
It, therefore, says the Koenig 
expedition has absolute priority. 

The controversy arose when Sir Ernest 
Shackleton stated his intention of start- 
ing to eross the Antarctic Continent 
from a base on Weddell Sea, to which 
Ir. Koenig claims a prior right. Sir 
Ernest recently refused to co-operate 
with the Austrians except in regard to 
meteorological and magnetic observa- 
tions, and suggested that if Dr. Koenig 
thought there was not room for both 
expeditions he should choose some other 
route. 


REASSURES BRITISH CAPITAL 


Ambassador Page Says Monroe Doc- 
trine Does Not Menace It. 


LONDON, March 11.—Speaking to- 
night at the annual dinner of the Asso- 
ciation of Chambers of Commerce, Wal- 
ter H 
assured the diners that the t 
States had no intention of interfering 
with British investments in Central 
America. 

‘TIT should like,"”’ Mr. Page said, “to 
correct the impression held by part of 
the British press regarding the atti- 
tude of the American Government con- 
cerning the investment of Great_ Brit- 
ain’s colossil earnings in States of Cen- 
tral America that have volcanic ten- 
dencies. I have sometimes read of the 
United States entering upon a_policy to 
discourage foreign investors. What the 
United states was anxious to prevent 
was that in putting their money into 
these countries investors should get 
eontrol of them. 

‘The Monroe Doctrine simply means 
this—that the United States would pre- 


fer that no European Governments 
should gain more land in the New 


World.”*

GERMAN TAX ON AMERICANS. 


Protest Made by German-American 
Commercial Union. 


BERLIN, 11.—The German- 
American Union has en- 


tered a protest through the United 
States Embassy to the German Gov- 
ernment against the imposition of the 
new “war tax’? on American residents 
in Germany. 

By a law passed last year in connec- 
tion with the increase of the German 
Army, all persons in Germany with an 
income of more than $750 and up to 
$2,500 a year have to pay an extra tax 
of one-half of i per cent. The tax in- 
ereases progressively up to 2 per cent. 
on incomes of $12,500 and over. 

Several European Powers are about 
to make a joint protest, based on a 
clause of the German treaties with Rus- 
sia, Greece, Italy, and Rumania, ex- 
empting subjects of those countries from 
taxation levied under extraordinary con- 
ditions. 

The United States, it is pointed out, 
would benefit by the “ most favored 
nation "' treatment if this protest should 
be successful, but meanwhile an Amer- 
ican protest has been filed.

BRITISH ARMY AIRMEN DIE. 


Two More Officers Killed by Col- 


lapse of an Aeroplane. 


SALISBURY, England, March 11.— 


Two more officers of the British Army

The open ground before 
the city was covered with the dead 
bodies of men, horses and bullocks. 

She visited the Island of Sarallle 
Itschy, where the Turkish prisoners 
were sent. 

“Dead soldiers, robbed of almost 
every garment, lay there as food for 
the scavenging birds,” she says, “ but 
the sight of the living who walted 
for death was worse. On the island, 
which was one large swamp with huge 
trees sticking out and knee deep in 
mud, were thousands of starving 
Turkish prisoners herded together for 
warmth and support. Their faces and 
hands were ashen gray and their eyes 
sunken in their sockets. 

“T saw four men sitting round a lit- 
tle fire, and as it was the first fire 
I had seen there I went up to them. 
I spoke to one of them; but there was 
no answer. I repeated my question, 
with no result, and then pushed his 
shoulder. He reeled over. All four 
were dead.” 

At Adrianople Miss Borthwick was 
stricken with cholera and lay unat- 
tended in a mosque three days without 
food or water until she was found and 
taken to the Red Crescent Hospital. 
She returned to Sofia but again set 
out. 

In the neighborhood of Mustapha 
Pasha she had an encounter with an 
outpost of Bashi Bazouks who opened 
fire, wounding her in the leg and 
shoulder. She was wounded several 
times during her adventures by bullets 
and fragments of shells. At Uskub 
she was arrested as an Austrian spy 
and thrown into a filthy cell, where 
she remained for nine days, loving on 
bread and water. Finally the Russian 
Consul obtained her release. 

One of her most ghastly experi- 
ences was at Ferre. She was feeling 
hungry and thirsty and was looking 
for a melon field. 

“ About § o’clock at night,” she says, 

when the full moon was out, I saw 
what seemed to be a melon field, with 
a lot of round, light-colored objects 
like melons on the ground.

ELLIOTT ON GRILL IN COURT. 


Case for Prosecution Against Ameri- 
can In England Concluded. 


LEWES, England, March 11.—In the 
trial of John Love Elliott of New York 


at the Assizes here on charges of flag- 
rant breaches of the law the case for 
the prosecution in regard to Florence 
Elliott, his younger daughter, concluded 
to-day. Elliott was then examincd by 
counsel, the questioning lasting an hour, 
after which the court adjourned. It is 
expected that his examination will oc- 
cupy the whole of to-morrow's session. 
The trial started on Monday, and is 
held behind closed doors. The charges 
against Elliott were brought by the 
Public Prosecutor on affidavits sworn 
to by Elliott's neighbors, who declared 
they were made on statements by the 
two daughters of the prisoner, with 
whom he resided at East Grinstead, 
Sussex.

The discovery of the fossilized skele- 
ton of a man in German East Africa 
recalls the finding of the prehistoric 
Piltdown skull which attracted wide at- 
tention among scientists in December, 
1912. Workmen excavating in the Pilt- 
Common, Sussex, England, un- 


unique combination of ape-like and 
human characteristics, was declared by 
many to be the “ missing link’ in the 
chain of the evolution of man. Dr. A. 
S. Woodward, keeper of the Geological 
Department of the British Museum, in a 
paper read before the Geological Society 
in London, so described it. He said: 

“That this skull, representing a hith- | 
unknown human species, is the} 
missing link I, for one, have not the | 
slightest doubt. This discovery takes | 
us back nearer to the source and origin 
of the first living creature than any } 
other discovery ever made,”’ } 

Dr. Woodward assigned the skull to} 
what he called the lower Pleistocene} 
period, which, he said, could not be 
computed in years. 

From an examination of the skull, 
Dr. Woodward drew the conclusion that | 
reason came to man before articulate} 
speech.

of the ordinary human being, nor that 
the jaw is the jaw of a chimpanzee, | 
but in the fact, proved beyond doubt 
from the shape of the jaw, that the 
creature when alive did not possess the 
power of speech.

“GUILTY, BUT INSANE.” 


Leavitt, with Thaw Case as Text, 
Urges Penal Amendment.

ALBANY, March 11.—The insertion of 
a “Guilty but [nsane”’ clause in the 
penal law, as provided by the Blauvelt- 
Phillips bill, was urged. before the 
Senate and Assembly Cities Committees 
this afternoon by John Brooks Leavitt, 
a New York lawyer, on behalf af the 
| State Bar Assoctation. Mr. Leavitt 
| said the Thaw case had suggested this 


legislation. The bill would substitute 


| tor the phrase, ‘“‘ Not guilty by reason 
of insanity,” in the pre.ent law, the 
term ‘ Guilty but insane.” 

‘“‘“This is necessary to make certain 
the punishment of the criminal and in- 
sure the protection of society,’’ said Mr. 

| Leavitt. ‘* When a person has commit- 

ted a deed of violence he is a menace, 
| and it makes no difference to the com- 
munity whether he is sane or insane. 
If the man is found not guilty by rea- 
son of insanity and is sent to a State 
institution he may obtain a writ of 
habeas corpus, and as soon as he can 
satisfy the court of his sanity he goes 
free Under the amendment we propose, 
if a person should be found guilty, but 
|} insane, he would be unable to get out 
| the writ, and the question of his fe- 
gained sanity wou:d not come before a 
court, but the convict would have to 
apply to the Governor for a pardon. 

“The State Bar Association believed 
it had originated this proposed law until 
we found upon investigation that such 
a provision had been on the statute

DET ASIDE ART 
BLAKESLEE SOLD 


Many Paintings in Galleries Be- 
long to Customers of Deal- 
er Who Killed Himself. 


— 


$240,000 WORTH TO ONE MAN 


Value of Estate Will Not Be Known 
Until Separation Is Complete— 
No Will Can Be Found. 


Theron J. Blakeslee, the art dealer of 
665 Fifth Avenue, who killed himself 
on Saturday evening, left no will. The 
widow has searched through all of the 
private papers left by her husband in 
her home, while Theron Davis, who 
was Mr. Blakeslee’s counsel, has made 
a similar search through the safes, 
desks, and the rooms in the art studios, 
which was cquaily unsuccessful. Mr. 
Blakeslee, so Mr. Davis said yesterday, 
never had a safe deposit vault or any 
other place where he kept things away 
frém his business or his home. In the 
absence of any will, Mrs. Blakeslee will 
be the admintatratrix of the estate. 

Mr. Davis said yesterday that no one 
had any idea what the value of the 
estate was. He said that this would 
not be known until after a careful ex- 
amination had been made of the books 
and the articles in the store owned by 
Mr. Blakeslee were separated from 
those owned by his customers. 

Mr. Blakeslee had many very wealthy 


customers, who bought works of art at 
all seasons and without regard to 


|} whether they cared to take immediate 


Possession of them. All that many of 
them-cared for was to own a picture, a 
panel, or some rare object picked up by 
the art collector, which they could use 
when they pleased. For about eighteen 
months Mr. Blakeslee has cared for a 
number of rare paintings for which a 
buyer could not find room in his own 
home, 

This particular customer had visited 
Mr. Blakeslee after one of the latter's 
visits abroad and it became known that 
he had gathered a choice assortment of 
paintings and panels. It was rumored 
that some of the panels had been taken 
from churches and castles built in the 
early Middle Ages, and that he had also 
bought several rare Madonnas at very 
low prices. 

The customer looked over the new 
things that had journeyed overseas with 
Mr. Blakeslee and selected from them 
and from other articles already on hand 
property for which the purchase price 
was $240,000. It was arranged that Mr. 
Blakeslee should keep the articles until 
the ‘buyer could build a larger home.

Accountants’ Report Says They 
Were Overestimated in Statement. 


Francis Gilbert, assignee of the pri- 
vate banking house of A. Bolognesi & 
Ky of 52 Broadway, gave the creditors 
of the firm yesterday at a meeting in 
the rooms of the Italian Chamber of 
Commerce, 203 Broadway, the substance 
of reports made to him by expert ac- 
countants. 

They reckoned that real estate, carried 


on the firm’s books as worth $78,000 
and more, would realize barely $30, 40, 
after mortgages had been satisfied, and 
that the stocks and bonds, listed as 
|} worth $82,000 in a schedule which 
{showed assets of $315,000 and liabilities 
of $249,000, contained only one block 
of any tangible value, ten shares of 
the Columbus Exchange Bank of Prov- 
idence, worth $50 a share. The other 
securities were in small companies 
dominated by A. Bolognesi and now of 
very doubtful value. 

Other assets listed in the $315,000 
which had so much encouraged the cred- 
iters were impossible to appraise, the 
accountants said, at anything like the 
figures at which they had been carried 
on the firm’s books. Office furniture and 
fixtures listed at $1,000, they said, would 
scarcely bring $100 at a sale. 

Mr. Gilbert warned the creditors that 
the Mechanics and Metals National 
Bank, with which the private banking 
house dealt, was seeking to throw it 
into bankruptcy, and would be able to 
do so if it could get two other creditors 
to join in a petition. If it succeeded in 
doing so, the assignee said, it could col- 
lect in full on a $24,000 check which 
the banking house had drawn to cover 
jdrafts on Italian bankers in its money- 
order business. The full collection 
|could be made as an offset, he said, on 
the general dealings between the two 
banking institutions. The creditors were 
not prepared, however, to pledge them- 
selves not to join the national bank in 
bankruptcy proceedings. . 

After a stormy debate, the creditors 
voted to order Mr. Gilbert to sell be- 
fore April 1, for not less than $30,000, 
real estate at Ocean Parkway and East 
Seventh Street, Brooklyn, which is 
mortgaged for $15,000.

SNOWBLOGKS STREET 
5 TENEMENTS BURN 


One Hundred Negro Families 
Left Homeless by Blaze in 
West 134th Street. 


WATER PRESSURE TOO LOW 


Fire Chief and Pollceman Hurt and 
Janitor Trampled by Panic- 
Stricken Tenants. 


One hundred negro families were 
driven from their homes yesterday af-| 
ternoon by a fire which started on the’ 
ground floor of a five-story tenement at 
130 West 134th Street, and spread to 
five tenements, because the firemen 
were handicapped by the snow-blocked 


street and low water pressure. 

The snow along 134th Street between | 
Lenox and Seventh Avenues is packed | 
ten inches thick in the middie of the} 
street and stacked about four feet deep 
along the sides. Engine Company_ 59, 
under Acting Battalion Chief Walker, 
which is at 180 West 137th Street, three 
hlocks from the fire, responded prompt- 
ly at the first alarm at 4 o'clock yes- | 
terday afternoon. The drivers found! 
the street impassable for fire apparatus | 
and ran along the sidewalk, turning | 
into the street again at intervals hbe- 
tween the mounds of snow. By the 
time the fire engines got into action the | 
blaze jumped from the first to the top| 
story at 180 West 134th Street, and was | 
making its way through the airshafts 
into adjoining tenements. 

When the fire engines began pump- 
ing, only feeble streams were obtained. 
At first the firemen were unable to 
throw streams above the second floor. | 
A second alarm was turned in a few 
minutes after the first. When Chief} 
Kenlon arrived third and fourth alarms | 
were sounded. Before the full force of | 
water was obtained the fire was raging 
through the five tenements from 126 to 
134 West 134th Street. 

When the fire started tenants in 182 
began to come down the fire escape, 
but in a few minutes the flames were} 
pouring out the windows, and the only 
escape was by the roof, Inspector 
Ryan, who was present with the re- 
serves from the Lenox Avenue station, 
sent policemen to the roof to assist) 
tenants in escaping and to prevent a| 
raid by thieves in the deserted rooms. 

Plaster. laths, and wooden rafters] 
composed the ceilings and walls within | 
the tenements. The fire swept through | 
these as if they were dry grass. Less! 
than half an hour after the fire had} 
been discovered at 182, tenants were | 
scrambling up through the roof at 126, | 
their escape from that building by the | 
stairways and fire escapes having been | 
cut off. Before ths fire got to 128 and 
126, several pianos were lugged to the 
street, women and children helping in 
the work. The street was lined on both} 
sides from "“enox Avenue to Seventh} 
Avenue with piles of household goods. | 

It is believed that no lives were lost, 
although it was impossible last night to 
account for the 400 tenants of the 
burned buildings. Patrolman Peter Len- 
nox of the Lenox Avenue Station, who 
turned in the first alarm, ran into the 
burning building at 184 and started to 
help an aged colored woman down the | 

| 


stairs. She cried out that her daughter 
was ill in bed in a flat on the third 
floor. Lennox ran back for the ill wo- 
man and carried her downstairs, passing 
in the smoke-filled hallway her mother, 
who had been overcome by smoke just 
inside the entrance to the building. 
After he had rescued both women the 
policeman started back to the building, 
but a shower of broken giass fell as he 
was entering it, cutting veins on the 
back of both his hands. He was taken | 
to Harlem Hospital for treatment. 

George E. Boyer, the janitor of 134, | 
was trampled upon and left unconscious 
on the fifth floor by tenants whom he 
had warned of the fire. Two policemen 
found him and brought him to the street, 
He was suffering from a broken right 
arm and bruises. 

Acting Battalion Chief Walker was 
badly burned sbout the hands and the 
back of the neck when a blast of flame 
swept over him as he was retreating 
from the third floor in 128. Notwith- 
standing his burns, Chief Walker con-

the building and stayed at work until 
7 o'clock, when his injurtes were dressed 
at Fire Station 59. The fire was 
punctuated by many explosions. Chief

“The Church of the Living God, 
which has an apartment on the ground 
floor of 130, was the only part of the 
building that escaped the flames. The 
colored pastor, qa tail man in a fur hat 
and fur overcoat, wno arrived after the 
fire was over, held that this was due to 
a miracle, and he preached a sermon 
to that effect to about fifty colored men 
and women who were watching the 
flames. Chief Kenlon estimated the loss 
at $50,000, inclading slight damage that 
was done to the rear of apartments at 
161, 163, and 165 West 133d Street, in 
the rear of the burned buildings. He 
said that the low water pressure was 
due to an error in not ‘vonnecting three 
guaines instead of one to each line of 
108e.

Values Offered This Season =|

Special to The New York Times, 
BOSTON, Mass., March  11.—The 
American Wool and Cotton Reporter 
will say to-morrow: 
“Factors who are in close touch with | 


world conditions do not hesitate to say | 
that the values offered the present sea- 
son are greater than the market has 
ever seen, nor do they consider it at 
all probable that these prices will ever 
be duplicated. The most noteworthy 
occurence since our last issue has been 


materials and manufactures by the re- 
duction of inventories in the annual 
statements of such corporations as the 
American Woolen Company and_ the 
United States Worsted Company. It ts 
quite certain that values have some- 
what recovered since this resolute and 
wise action on the part of textile cor- 
porations. Advances on staple woolens 
have been general throughout the mar- | 
ket, amounting in many instances to 10 
and {2% cents per yard. 

‘*Now that the era of a lower tariff 
and of wide-spread currency and busi- 
ness changes has been fairly entered 
upon, buying is very conservative in all 
directions, but the amount of wool sold | 
in Boston this week has reached the 
respectable total of 38,460,000 pounds. 
Contracting in the West proceeds with 
somewhat greater interest on account 
of the unexpected strength developed 
in London. But while contract prices 
for the coming clip are apparently 
higher in some Instances than those 
pald for the same clips a year ago, | 
they will show a lower clean cost per, 
pound, owing to the better condition and 
lighter shrinkage of this season's wool. 

“The cotton goods market remains 
very steady, and there have been no ad- 
ditional price concessions during the)! 
last week. Here, as in the wool manu- 
facturing divisions of the textile in- 
dustry, the greatest discussion is 
whether present selling prices for! 
ordinary fabrics allow the manufac- 
turer a reasonable profit. Mills are 
forced to pay much hig?.er prices for | 
raw materials than buyers understand. 
In quite a number of instances conver- 
ters have purchased some styles of 
fabrics from Southern Mills, and as the} 
sellers are not revealed the fabrics are 
believed to have been bargains. Atten- 
tion is still directed toward the re- 
turn of fine fabrics, but the problem is} 
an experimental one. Some fine 
fabrics which are being taken up con- 
tain yarns above 150’s which few 
domestic mills can produce satisfactorily. 
But while the price for ordinary S8S8xN0, | 
11.35 yarn goods remains between 4% | 
and 5 cents a pound, which is a very | 
low quotation, one leading producer of | 
very fine yarns has sold a_ certain!

STIRS TOBACCO MEN 


Independent Dealers Urge Pro- 
posed Law as Means of 
Saving Their Business. 


MAY CUT U. S. REVENUES 


Counsel for United Cigar Stores 
Says Tax WIil Prove Costly 
to the Government.

WASHINGTON, March 11,—A hearing 
to-day before the House Committee on 
Ways and Means on Representative Un- 
derwood’s bill, placing a prohibitive tax 
on tobacco coupons, brought out lively 
arguments from tobacco manufacturers 
and dealers in regard to this legislation 
to-day. 

In behalf of independent dealers, it 
was said that they were being driven out 
of business because of inability to give 
away valuable premiums obtained 
through coupons. The opposing argu- 
ment, made in behalf of the United 
Cigar Stores Company, was that the 
bill was not a revenue measure, and 
was merely a response to the charge 
that the company was a creature of the 
American Tobacco Company, and that 
its methods tended to drive the small 
retailer out of business. 

L. W. Strook of New York, who ap- 
peared as counsel for the United Cigar 
Stores Company, claimed that the tax 
was prohibitive. Mr. Strook argued 
that, while independents would not be 
benefited by suppressing the coupon 
business, the consumption of tobacco | 
would be decreased. His company, he 


| said, controlled only 3% per cent. of the} 


tobacco business of the country, | 
and therefore was not a monopoly. 
Its annual coupon business, he said, 
amounted to $2,000,000. 

Another rhase of opposition came/ 
from representatives of organized labor. | 
It was contended that thousands of lith- | 
ographers would be unemployed if the} 
printing of tebacco coupons was stopped, | 
and Representative Rellly of Connecti-;

These are not only the affir- 
mative excellences of the express com- 
panies, they also are the defects of 
the parcel post. To the extent that 
one of the two services cripples the 
other, and to the extent that the ex- 
press companies retire from the un-

It took 
him eleven years to get such protection 
and authorization as the Government 
grants to its inventors, and in this in- 
stance, as in so many others, what he 
got was the privilege of defending in 
the courts if he could the exclusive right 
for a few years to manufacture and 
profit by the invention which the Patent 


Office officials, after what was cer- 
tainly mature consideration, had said 
was new and his. 

This defending, against a rich and 


therefore most redoubtable opponent, 
was done by Mr. Goopwiwn till he died 
in 1900, and then the heavy task was | 
taken up by the company in which his 
wife and daughter were stockholders. 
Fourteen more years of expensive litiga- | 
tion have brought a decision upholding 
all of the Goodwin claims as to priority 
and infringement. And it is a final de- 
cision, too—unless the Eastman Com- 
pany gets the writ of certiorari for 
which it announces the intention 
promptly to apply and is enabled to 
carry the case into the United States 
Supreme Court.

Careless Crossing of Streets. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Of the 11,000 miles that I drove my car 
personally last year from May to Novem- 
ber, considerably over 6,000 were in the de 
cidedly crowded portions of this city, and, 
being a cautious driver under such conditions, 
1 never had anything approaching an ac- 
cident, and I hope and pray I never will 
have; but I would like to ask in all serious- 
ness: Are not the streets primarily intended 
as thoroughfares for various vehicles, and 
should not pedestrians confine their crossing 


for that purpose? Are the streets properly to 
be used as baseball and football fields, for 
games of cat, tag, and kindred pastimes, that 
necessitate frequent running across the street 
without any warning?

conditions. I think that they should be 
reassuring to those who have feared 
that the change in Administration might 
mean the breaking down of the admir- 
able civil service which has been devel-} 
oped in the islands under the Governor- 
ships of Messrs. Taft, Wright and 
Forbes. 

Gov. Harrison made only thirty-three 
appointments to office from his arrival | 
in Manila in the Autumn through the 
end of January of this year. Of these 
sixteen were Filipinos and seventeen 
Americans. Of the latter only five came 
from the United States, and of the other 
twelve, eleven were promotions of Amer- 
icans already in office. My informant 
assures me that no consideration of 
party politics has had any part in ap- 
pointments, except that the new Ad- 
ministration has felt obliged to separate 
from the Government service a few of- 
ficials who were openly and excessively 
liostile to President Wilson's policies 
for the islands.

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MAY RETAIN LITERACY TEST. 


Senators Gore and Sheppard Think 
It Will Go to the President. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Whether 
the literacy test shall be retained in 
the Burnett Immigration bill by the 
Senate committee is to be determined 
to-morrow, when it is planned to com- 
plete consideration of the measure for 
submission to the Senate. Predictions 
were made by several members of the 
committee to-night that the literacy 
test, as it passed the House, would be 
retained, despite doubt as to the recep- 
tion it might have at the White House. 

President Wilson hag had no hesitan- 
cy in telling Senators who have sought 
his opinion on the subject that he does 
not favor the literacy test as a means 
of restricting immigration. These Sen- 
utors, however, are in doubt as to 
whether the President would veto a bill 
containing such a provision, and ap- 
parently a majority of the committee 
proposes to vote for the test regardless 
of the prospect of a veto.

HITS AT MOTHER’S BREAD 


But That Assault Stirs an Insurgent 
—Harsh Comment on the 
Home of To-day. 


To the gathering of subjected women 
in the College Hall of the Hotel Astor 
yesterday morning, Mrs. Charlotte Per- 
kins Gilman brought a message of cheer, 
for she told them that the time was 
coming when they could run about town 
as much as they pleased without being 
accused of gadding; that the kitchen 
range would ultimately be dumped out 
of the window and carted away for junk, 
and that the housecleaning and family 
washing would be done by specialists. 
In fact, she demolished with crushing 
blows the home as it exists to-day, leav- 
ing in its place suggestions which she 
hoped would form the foundation of a 
monument to the larger feminism. 

It was the fourth of Mrs. Gilman’s 
lectures. Having <lisposed of Adam’s 
rib, Cupid and other subjects, she took 
up ‘“‘ The Home: Past, Present, and 
F uture."’ And if the seeds of discontent 
which she sowed spring into flower, the 


male half of the population had better 
look out for itself. Mrs. Gilman, mind 
you, told those women that they were 


being held in shackles like slaves; that 


| present day conditions from the feminine 


viewpoint 


were as bad as serfdom in 
tussia, and, which is even more im- 
portant, that the time had come for 
them to ‘‘ stop cooking for John.’’ Dis- 


paraging the so-called ‘‘ home cooking,’’ 
Mrs. Gilman said that women tied down 


to their homes could not hope to com- 
pete with experts and specialists who 
sallied forth into the world in search of 


fortune and had the opportunity to get 
new ideas. 

“*T am the first heretic,”’ 
a note of interrogation in her voice. 
There was sullen murmur and an 
angry glint in many eyes which said as 
plain as shouting that she no longer was 
alone. 

‘““Do you think home dressmaking is 
the best?’’ asked Mrs. Gilman. 

““No!’’ came the reply, alarming in 
volume and spontaneity, from every cor- 
ner of the room. 

*““Do you think that home millinery is 
the best? ”’ 

““No!!”"* The door, @vhich had been 
left open a crack, closed suddenly, and 
the window curtains swayed to and fro. 

‘‘ Then why is home cooking the best?’’ 

There was no answer, and Mrs. Gil- 
man smiled.

Urges Wider Life for Women. 


Mrs. Gilman said at the beginning of 
her lecture that she believed in mar- 
riage, and that every woman physically 
able should bear children. She believed 
also that, where possible, every family 
should live in a detached house. But 
right there she called a halt and quoted 
a King, away back in Wblical times, 
who favored having woman take part in 
the affairs of the world. 

““Tf you have a son,’’ she said, “‘ after 
you fill him full of what you call know!l- 
edge, do you put him in the kitchen or, 
perhaps, in the parlor, which is worse? 
No, and it is because men get together 
in professional life that they are able to 
develop. 

“‘Home is the place of seclusion for 
women and children. To man it is his 
choicest possession, although I know we 
think it is ours, and you hear yvoung 
girls speaking of the joy of having a 
home of their own when they marry. 

“* Now, I am going to tell a story. I 
know a blind woman, about 70 years 
old.. She heard that I was coming to a 
city in which she lived, and asked me 
to visit. her. Later I received this mes- 
sage: ‘My Dear Charlotte—I sent the 
first note to show you how cordially 
glad I was to have you come, but I 
send you the second to show you that 
Mr. Blank (her husband) does not con- 
sent to have you here.’ 

** Now, think of it,’’ said Mrs. Gilman, 
**a woman of 70 who had not the right 
to invite an old friend to her home. 


‘“* Why, I’ve heard a woman say that 
‘John won't have cabbage in the 
house.’ ”’ 

Then Mrs. Gilman stirred the already 


troubled waters by asserting that the 
home was ‘‘a relic of the harem.”’ 
‘“* You talk of the home as holy,’’ she 


said. ‘‘ Why the Post Office is a holier 
thing than a home. The Post Office is 
a proof of an exalted civilization.”’ 
Well, by this time the men who were 
listening to the lecture—-there were only 
four of them at this time—were begin- 
ning to fee! very uncomfortable. 
“There are many women who call 
home their field of expression,’’ contin- 
ued Mrs. Gilman, and one of the men 
grinned slyly, but only until he realized 


that he had misinterpreted the asser- 
tion. 

‘““Well, God pity those women,” said 
the lecturer, severely. ‘‘ Now, I don’t 


want to be quoted as favoring it, but let 


us, just for a moment, transpose the 
sexes. Put all the men in the home 
and the women outside. How much 


growth would there be in the world of 
men if they had no field of expression 
but a sofa cushion? We are limited in 
the field of growth as we are limited in 
the field of our activities. 


Assails Home Conditions. 


Suppose you make cooks and but- 
lers and servants of all the men and 
tell them that their work is to prepare 
food and serub floors. You preach to 
them and tell them it is noble work. 
Does that alter the effect on them? No; 
they will stay right there unless they 
get out and learn something else. And 
if women are to fill that same position 
through life it will have the same effect 
on them.’’ 

Mrs. Gilman said that present-day con- 
ditions in the home didn’t make it the 
best place to feed humanity properly 
and keep humanity clean and comfort- 
able. Conditions actually handicapped 
the children, she said. ‘‘ Why,’’ she as- 
serted, ‘‘ who will question the fact that 
every kind of work is growing faster 
outside than in the home?” 

Well, those who might have questioned 
it didn’t dare: not in that room, There 
weren't enough of them present. 

The ‘‘tender mass of sentiment ’’ 
about what we call ‘‘ home cooking.” 
said Mrs. Gilman, was the worst kind of 
**tommyrot.’’ 

“‘T have seen on the tables in many 
homes bread which would be a disgrace 
to the worst bakers,”’ she asserted, as if 
inviting a challenge, and a quiet little 
woman, who looked like .a motherly 
soul, clenched her hands and stood up.

Classical Picture Shows Child, Oedi- 


pus, Taken from a Tree— 


Painted Another Picture. 


Cottier & Co. announce the sale to @

picture by Jean Francois Millet, the 
“Oedipus Taken from a Tree.” The 
price paid is withheld, but it is under- 
steod that it brought more than the 
artist's famous “Going to Work,” 
which, it will be remembered, sold for 
$60,100 at the Martin sale. 
tures have increased greatly in value 
during the last few years. His master- 
piece, “ L’Angelus du Soir,’’ was ex- 
hibited in the Salon in 1859. Its first 
Bale was to an American for 1,500 
francs. Its last sale was to M. Chau- 
ehard of Paris for 800,000 francs, or the 
ecuivalent of $160,000 in American 
money. 

The present picture is one of Millet’s 
rare classical compositions, and shows 
the child, Oedipus, discovered by a 
shepherd and being lowered from a tree 
into the arms of a young woman, who 
wears a blue garment; behind her 
crouches a man ready to assist, and 
above the shepherd is holding the white 
cloth by which the child is suspended; 
below, on ile left, is seen the shepherd's 
dog. 


The picture, which measures 52 inches

BOXING WEIGHTS PROBLEM. 


Lord Lonsdale Advocates English 
System for Universal Use. 


Freddie Welsh, the English lightweight 
champion, has received a letter from 
Lord Lonsdale, donor of the belts for 
various English championships, in re- 
gard to the proposed standardization of 
boxing weights for all countries. Welsh 
wrote to the English nobleman at the 
request of the State Athletic Commis- 
sion, which is making an effort to have 
the same weights recognized throughout 


the world. Lord Lonsdale, whose opin- 
ion carries much weight owing to his 
rank and long association as a leading 
boxing enthusiast, considers the present 
English system better than the Amer- 
ican, both as regards the weights for 
various championships and the weighing 
in several hours before the bout. Lord 
Lonsdale’s letter to Welsh follows: 
Lowther Castle, Penrith. 

Dear Welsh: I beg to acknowledge the re- 
eceipt of your letter, which has reached me 
here, and I have gone carefully into the sub- 
fect of the New York State Athletic Commis- 
sion with regard to the universal standard- 
ization of weights. 

In reply I can only tell you that we have 
gone very carefully irto these matters be- 
fore, and that the committee of the National 
Sporting Club havé most fully considered the 
question, and after considerable discussion 
long and careful, we have come to the con- 
‘lusion that we cannot alter the weights we 
have already adopted in this country, as they 
have worked admirably and given great gat- 
isfaction.

INTEREST IN RIVER PLANS. 


Several Automobile Organizatio1s 
to Hear Tube and Bridge Talk.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Among Them One Case Where the 
Wrong Duty Assessed Must Remain. 


White metal pie servers without 
handles are not table knives with- 
out handles within the meaning of 
the tariff act of 1909, according to a de- 
cision of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers made yesterday, 
and must pay duty at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

Notwithstanding instructions by the 
Treasury Department to Collectors of 
Customs to the contrary, cork waste in 
whatever form imported, is free of duty. 
‘This action was taken yesterday by the 
board as the result of a protest lodged 
with the tribunal by the H. W. Johns- 
Manville Company of this city, which 
objected to the levy of a 10 per cent. 
duty under the act of 1909. 

Several decisions were handed down 
relating to the classification under the 
act of 1909, of articles of personal 
adornment. G. W. Sheldon & Co., Chi- 
cago, protested against the Collector's 
assessment of 85 per cent. duty on imi- 
tation jet brooches, chains and earrings, 
under Paragraph 448, and claimed a 
rate of 45 per cent. under Paragraph 
109, as manufactures of giass or paste. 
Judge Sullivan held that the brooches 
and earrings were properly dutiable as 
claimed, while the necklaces of black 
beads fall under the tariff's designation 
of jewelry, at 60 per cent. 

Bead necklaces imported by George 
Borgfeldt & Co., at San Francisco, 
valued at less than 11 marks per gross, 
were granted duty at 35 per cent. as 
toys under the old law. The L. Men- 
delson Company, New York, failed in 
a protest against the 60 per cent. tax 


on bead necklaces, as the firm did not |

The importers asked for duty under 
Paragraph 17, as manufactures of col- 
lodion, at 65 cents a pound and 30 per 
cent. ad valorem. Judge Sullivan says 
that the articles should have been 
claimed at 60 per cent. as jeweiry. As 
this claim was not made, the Collec- 
tor's assessment stands, although er- 
roneous. Sixty per cent. alSo was as- 
sessed on chains valued at 20 cents a 
dozen imported by F. B. Vandegrift & 
Co. and Hammel, Riglander & Co., and 
a similar rate on hatpins and necklaces 
brought in by Leback Brothers of Nash- 
ville. Barrettes, imported by the last- 
named firm, were assessed at 85 per 
cent. as personal adornment articles. 

Embroidered linen lined baskets were 
assessed at 60 per cent. as embroidered 
articles, and union fabrics at 35 per 
cent. as flax manufactures. These were 
imported by Marshall Field & Co. Parts 
of knitting machines, imported by P. C. 
Kuyper & Co., this city, are to pay 45 
per cent. as manufactures of metal. 
So-called steel-blue coated paper, im- 
perted by Hensel, Bruckmann & Lor- 
bacher and the Merchants’ Importing 
Company of this city were assessed at 6 
cents per pound as coated paper. 

After a rehearing, the board sustained 
the protest of Edward Kiam, Galveston, | 
for duty on fur hats at $1.50 a dozen | 
under Paragraph 446 of the old law, as | 
being composed of fur of the rabbit.

The Col- 
lector returned the yarn as bleached 
and exacted a duty of 45 per cent.

Wall Street's Unemployed. 


A huge block of marble destined for 
a place on the Wall Street side of J. 
P. Morgan & Co.’s new home rested on 
a truck for two hours yesterday while 
workmen blocked it up and put wire 
hawsers around it preparatory to sig- 
naling the engineer to hoist it into po- 
sition. Persons who thought it could 
not be raised by the cables being put in 
place, others who thought something 
might break once the stone cleared the 
truck, and still others who thought the 
workmen were placing the suspenders 
in the wrong place, stopped across the 
street to await the disappointment and 
discomfiture of the workmen. The num- 
ber of the curious swelled rapidly until 
an army of several hundred unemployed, 
for the time being at least, crowded the 
steps of the Sub-Treasury. Not since} 
the suffragettes used to hold forth at | 
the feet of the heroic figure of George 
Washington has such a crowd formed 
around the Sub-Treasury. And nothing 
happened.

Critical Day for Rumely Notes. 

The committee seeking the deposit of 
notes of the Rumely Company has until 
to-night to make its plan of extension 
operative, failing in which the March | 
interest will be defaulted. The company 
has announced that it cannot raise the | 
necessary $300,000 unless the notes are | 
extended from 1915 to 1918 because the | 
bankers ready to advance funds will not 
do so until the notes are cared for. With | 
the time of reckoning twenty-four hours | 
away, bankers interested in the com- | 
pany said that no more than 85 per} 
cent. of the notes had been sent in, and | 
that the plan would not be put into | 
effect unless at least 90 per cent. of the 
notes were deposited. It was stated that

Mrs. Hattie Morse of 200 Cathe- 
dral Parkway Twice Wound- 
ed by Former Lodger.

A young man thrust his head out of a 
Window on the third 
Court, an apartment house at 200 Cathe 
dral Parkway, yesterday afternoon, and! 
eried out that a murder was being com- 
mitted in the house. The next moment 
people in the apartment houses on the 
opposite side of the street heard a re- 
volver shot. 

Patrolman Patrick Mullen of the West 


where he found Mrs. Hattie Morse, 
years old, a widow, lying unconscious 
on the floor of her bedroom with a bul- | 
let wound in her chest and another in 
her right cheek. Mullen was informed | 
by the woman’s son, Wellington Morse, 
21 years of age, who had given the 
alarm, that his mother had been shot 
by John H. Price, who was’ a lodger in 
the apartment occupied by Mrs. Louisa 
Chaix on the floor below. Mullen ran 
downstairs, and, finding the door of the 
apartment ajar, entered. He found Price | 
lying dead on the floor in his room with 
a bullet wound in his left temple. Be- 
side the body lay a revolver with three 
chambers discharged. Mullen summoned 
an ambulance from the Knickerbocker 
Hospital, and Dr. Delamater removed 
the wounded woman to that institution, 
Young Morse later informed Detective 
George J. Byrnes of the West 100th 
Street Station, who was assigned to in- 
vestigate, that the dead man. Price, had 
until three weeks ago rented a fur-| 
nished room in the apartment occupied 
by his mother and himself. According 
to the young man, “Price, who was 35 
years of age and a salesman employed 
by Armour & Co., had first engaged a 
room in the Morse apartment about four 
months ago. After a few weeks, young 
Morse said, Price became infatuated 
with his mother, and began to force 
his attentions upon her. Mrs. Morse ; 
made it evident to her lodger that his 
attentions were unwelcome, and finally | 
she was compelled to appeal to her son 
to make Price stop annoying her. 

In spite of the remonstrances of both 
mother and son, however, Price persist- 
ed in paying court to his landlady, and 
the latter was finally obliged to order 
him to give up his room. This was 
three weeks azo.
